An example of the problem 
that the Kommandant may soon 
face can be found in the recent 
history of the Federation, as 
manager Bobby Heenan found 
out first-hand in the late 80s. 


There was no controlling the — 


biggest of them all—the 
legendary Andre the Giant. 
While riding on the coat tails of 
the Eighth Wonder of the World, 
Heenan was able to capitalize 
financially on the superstar’s 
Federation Title win. “The Brain”. 

ot greedy, however, and foolish-. 

believed he could manhandle 

the seven-plusfoot wonder follow- 
ing Andre and Haku’s loss of the 
Tag Team Title in 1990. What 
tollowed was a display of pro- 
found authority, as the Giant put 
such a beating on Heenan that 
the devious manager might still be 
smarting today from the late Hall . 
of Famer's return fire. 

While some might be banking 
on the Kommandant losing control 
of the Interrogator by overassert 
ing his rule, others believe the 
lure of the Federation spotlight
